He kept a led horse by hip 
aide most of the time, so that when the 
one he was riding gave out entirely, 
be changed the «adtjle to the extra 
horse, left-tbe horse he had been rid­ 
ing and went on again at full speed.

tty'ough he was liable to meet ho#tlle 
Indians, so that his adventure was 
daring In more way# than one. In the 
first place, the roan who Attempted 
to ride 800 miles in the time he did 
took hi# life In his hands. 
There is 
perhaps not one naan in a million who 
eonid have lived to finish such a Jour­ 
ney. 
“Auhrev was n Canadian French­ 
man, of low, stature, short limbs, bnllt 
like n jack screw, and was In the very 
zenith of hi# manhood, full of pluck 
and daring. * 
—i*It was said he made this ride upon 
a bet of $1.000 th«t he could cover 
the distance In eight days. 
“One year previous to this. In 1852, 
he made a bet he Could do the same 
distance Hi ten days. The result was 
he traveled if in a little over eight 
days, hence Ids bet he could make the 
ride in 1853 In eight day#, the result 
of that trip showing he consumed lit­ 
tle more (ban half that time. 
“I was well acquainted and did eon 
«Idemble business with Aubrey dur­ 
ing his year* of freighting, 1 met him 
when he «¡o* making his famous ride 
at a point on the Santa Fe road railed 
Rabbit Ear. He passed my train at a 
full gallop without asking a single 
question us to the danger of Indians 
ahead of him. 
“After hi# 
business between 
St. 
Lott!# and Santa Fe censed, his love 
for adventure and hi# daring enter­ 
prise prompted him to make a trip 
from New Mexico to California with 
sheep, which he disposal of at good 
prices, and returned to New Mexico. 
“Immediately upon hi# return $e 
met a friend, a Major Weightmnn of 
the United States army, who was a 
great admirer of his pluck and daring. 
\V*i£htman was at that time editor 
of n small paper called tbe’ Sanln Fe 
Demid. At their meeting, a# was the 
custom of the time, they called for 
drinks. 
Their gla«s<# were filled and 
they were ready to drink, when Au­ 
brey asked WYlghtmnn why he had 
ptsbMshed. a damned lie about hi# trip 
to California. 
In*t.*«d of taklqg his 
drink. WYlghtmnn tossed the contents 
of bin glass In Aubrey’s face.

It is said that the new Govern 
ment, which favors restrictions upon 
the sale of alcoholic beverages, if 
not prohibition, could not withstand 
the tempest raised by the “dry” reg­ 
ulations. 
There are six hundred cantinas or 
saloons in Mexico City. The proprie­ 
tors of these places have fought hard 
against the closing order, declaring 
that it meant ruin for them. 
They 
have received the support of liquor 
dealers throughout Mexico, who have 
been alarmed by the threatened ap­ 
proach of prohibition. 
Powerful liquor interests have also 
taken a hand in the fight. 
Back of 
these interests are many millions of 
capital and great political influence. 
It is asserted that it was the influ 
enee 
of the liquor interests 
which 
won the decree stablishing the three 
“free ports” in Mexico, where the dis­ 
tilling and exporting of liquors of all 
sorts may be carried on without the 
payment of any sort of duties or 
taxes excepting upon that part of the 
•porduet of distillers which is sold 
in Mexico. 
Another strong 
element opposing 
the “dry” regulations was made up of 
hotel keepers and the proprietors of 
Mexico City’s fashionable restaurants. 
The restaurants have had the support 
of tjieir patrons, who object to giving 
up 
their 
custom 
of holding their 
feasts and drinking parties on Satur­ 
day evenings and Sundays.
